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Dentist calms fear of AIDS transmission 


by showing new sterilization techniques

Some people are even afraid 
to go to the dentist to get their 
teeth cleaned. With all the 
recent publicity about two Palm 
Beach County dentists’ having 
Acquired Immune Defficiency 
Syndrome (A.I.D.S.) and-the 
fact that the disease could have 
been spread by dental office 
visits, the public has just cause 


for concern. We spoke to an` 


area dentist, Dr. Ray Behm and 
his staff about how they deal 
with their patients’ fears. 

Dr. Behm graduated from 
Emory University School of 
Dentistry, Atlanta, Georgia, 
class of 1968 and moved to the 
Glades in 1973. 

He said, "We want to promote 
a friendly, caring environment. 
We have allocated about five 
times as much space- to 
sterilization as our previous

facility. We are complying with, 
and going a few steps beyond 
insuring there is full protection 
to our patients and staff from 
posibility of cross infection. 

"All of our handpieces are 
steam heat stérilized (auto- 
claved) after every patient 
along with all instruments 
used,” said Dr. Behm. 

With their new spacious 
sterilization room,they have 
easier and more control over 
the instrument flow. When a 
patient sits down in one of their 
chairs, they are sitting ina 
room nearly as clean as a 
hospital operating room. >

take every possible precaution 
including theerubber gloves, 
face mask, goggles, whatever it 
takes to insure our patients’ 
and our staff's safety..We try to 
provide a stress free environ- 
ment as well," he concluded.

A state law was 
mandated in 1987 that requires 
the District to restore and 
protect the Arthur R. Marshall 
Loxahatchee National Wildlife

reduce the phosphorus loads to 
the 80 percent reduction 
required. by the plan will 
require 35,000 acres of 
farmland to be taken out 
production.

Recent sugar industry letters to the media, 
and to ‘Glades area residents, prompt me to 
clarify some important misrepresentations 
concerning the Everglades SWIM Plan recently 
adopted by the Governing Board of the South 
Florida Water Management District. 

On March 12, the Board voted to approve the 
SWIM Plan which calls for a number of 
measures that will ultimately lead to an eighty 
Percent reduction in phosphorus levels entering 
the Everglades.’ It is important to understand 
that the SWIM Plan is just that -- a plan. It is 
not a self-implementing document. It provides 
us with a much-needed blueprint — which can be 
revised -- to protect and restore the Everglades. 

The need for such a plan was brought to the 
forefront as far back as 1983 when, in conjunc- 
tion with the state, the District identified 
Everglades restoration as a priority objective. 
The purpose then, as it is now, is to restore more 
natural flows and preserve Everglades habitat. 

The SWIM Plan is not something hurriedly 
put together without research, thought or effort. 
In fact, the Everglades SWIM plan has been 
under development since 1988, with supporting 
documents collected from years of study. Five 
draft versions of the Plan were discussed at fi 
four public meetings beginning in 1989 and 
continuing through final adoption. While 
representatives of the agricultural industry have 
been present at every Governing Board meeting, 
public workshop, and committee meeting, they 
have repeatedly declined our invitation to sit 
down in a serious and constructive fashion and 
resolve the issue of Everglades protection 
alternatives. (See "NOTE at bottom). 

Despite assurances by the Board to the 
contrary, misleading material continues to be 


distributed purporting that the-South Florida - 


Water Management District intends to "create 
economic chaos” in towns around the lake. That 
is precisely what the Board does not want to 
happen. Therefore, I feel compelled to respond to 
the arguments being presented: 

Loss of jobs: Contrary, to what the sugar 
industry and agriculture would have others 
believe, the District is yery concerned with the 
economic impact on the communities of the EAA 
and has underway a comprehensive study to 
determine how the Plan would affect the region's 
economy. The Board has made it cléar that it 
will not proceed with implementation of the Plan 

- until the results of that study are available — 
sometime this summer. While there are specific 
timelines in the document, adoption of the 
SWIM plan does not mean any larid acquisition 
or construction will immediately begin on the 
-proposed conversion of 35,000 acres of farmland 
to wetlands.

To help pursue possible 
alternatives, a twenty-one member Scientific 
Advisory Group for the Everglades (SAGE) -- 
which includes representatives from the 
agricultural industry -- has been established to 
make scientific and engineering, 
recommendations to the Board. 4 
We recognize that farming is a vital industry 
to this area, the state and the nation. Those who 
were in attendance at the March 12 vote, know. 
that the decision was not an easy one. The Board 
and staff listened carefully to each and every 
‘Speaker. We were moved by the passion with 
which opinions were expressed -- from those 
representing the interests of-agriculture to the 
small businessmen who depend on the farming 
industry for their livelihood. Still, after many’ 
years of study and debate, the SWIM plan 
represents what we consider to be the most 
scientifically-sound plan to clean up phosphorus- 
rich water entering the Everglades from EAA 
farms. # ’ 

It is not the Board's intention to eliminate 
farming in the EAA -- is to make agriculture 
compatible with the long-term protection and 
preservation of the Everglades. Restoration of, 
the Everglades has been mandated by law. It is 
now up to all of us -- the agriculture industry, 
environmentalists, and urban users -- to make it 
happen. I believe it can happen, and I look to the 
cooperation and participation of the industry. _ \ 

Facing this new challenge will require the 
same resilience and resourcefuJness that 
agriculture has shown in the past when facing 
difficult situations. But surely, together, we can 
find ways for a healthy industry to co-exist with 
ah environment.
